Summary of reasons for decision: 





'Rise Of The Tomb Raider: 20 Year Celebration' is an expanded version of 2015’s 'Rise of the Tomb 
Raider' (OFLC Ref. 1500646.000, classified R16 with the descriptive note ‘Violence and offensive 
language’. Decision registered on 11 September 2015). The game follows franchise action hero and 
adventurer Lara Croft as she embarks on a journey to uncover an artefact of immortality her father 
was convinced existed. A fantastical adventure of survival and discovery set in a hostile wilderness, 
the original game contained regular acts of bloody combat violence and scenes of gore-based horror 
or cruelty. The additional content in the 20 Year Celebration version notably increases the extent of 
horror in the game, but also deals with horror in a more overt manner than the original release’s dark 
tombs or historic gore. While this new content remains consistent with the R16 classification given to 
the original game, the addition of ‘horror’ to the descriptive note will better inform the public as to 
the additional content included in this version of the game.
